Shooting On Monument Circle 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Police rnd an attorney 
fired five shots at a fleeing car Tuesday on Monument 
Circle in the heart of Indianapolis.. 'One of the occupants of 
the car was wounded, hut the shots did not hit any of the 
hundreds of people on the circle, many of whom dove to 
the pavement when the gunfire erupted. The incident 
occurred just as ceremonies ended marking the beginning 
of Cleaner Air Month, featuring two high school music 
groups.. Paul A. Mayberry, 14, a fugitive from the Indiana 
Boys School who was driving the car, was taken to a 
hospital for treatment of a bullet wound in the arm. 
DeWight P. Adams, 16, and Judith Ann Warren, 21, were 
arrested on vehicle theft charges. 


4-Day Work Week Experiment Ends 


DETROIT (UPI) — The United Auto Workers has 
dropped its experimental four-day work week at a 
Chrysler Corp., plant, ending the only four-day week in the 
auto industry. The UAW said Tuesday its 1:20 workers at 
Chrysler’s Tappan, N Y., parts depot voted overwhelm­ 
ingly to scrub the 60-day program. The decision could 
signal the ena of the four-day week as an issue in future 
bargaining between the union and the major automakers. 
A union spokesman said workers were opposed to the job 
rotation required by the' revised schedule and 'Objected to 
other changes in work practices. “We also found out that 
while the workers enjoyed the three-day weekends in the 
summer, they became disenchanted once their children 
were back in school and their weekend activities were 
restricted,” 'the spokesman said. “Many complained that 
'the IQ-hour 'day did not give them, enough time with their 
families.” The union said employes voted 82-6 on one 
ballot and 36-23 on an alternate ballot to discontinue the 
program. Under the plan, half of the warehouse staff 
worked four 10-hour days from Monday through Thursday 
and the rest work from Tuesday through Friday. “This 
required most of them to work out of their job' 
classifications and to do work they weren’t accustomed 
to,” the UAW spokesman explained. “Some of them had to 
handle several different jobs on Friday and Monday, 
rather than just one as they did under the old system, 
because there were fewer people working on those days. 
That was a major objection.” The objections to job' 
rotation may also cause the union to review some ideas for 
relieving assembly-line boredom, one official said. Union 
negotiators had contended in previous contract talks that 
shifting jobs periodically might be one way to reduce job 
alienation. 


Nippy Weather Moves In Early 


Snow stretched across the Great Lakes Region and 
wintry weather nipped a wide area of the country today, 
with frost reaching deep into the South. Snow fell in 
.Detroit 'Tuesday night, marking the earliest snowfall in 
the motor city in more than 100 years. The mercury 
plummeted to 33 degrees early today in Chicago, shatter­ 
ing the previous record low for the date by three degrees. 
Three inches of snow whitened Marquette County Airport 
in Michigan's Upper Peninsula and an inch of snow was 
reported at. Sault Ste. 
Marie 
Elsewhere, snowfalls 
generally were light and the snow melted as it fell. 
Unseasonably cold weather chilled much of the upper 
Midwest and the highs of 45 degrees at Minneapolis, 
Minn., and 37 at Duluth, Minn , Tuesday were record low 
maximum temperatures few the date. 


Kissinger Tackles Mideast Problems 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger hopes his coming Middle East tour will result in 
constructive new ideas from Israel and the Arab countries 
for renewing, negotiations for 'peace... He also 'believes 
conditions will be favorable in the next year and a half for 
making progress on a 10-year arms control agreement 
with the Soviet Union to replace the current interim pact 
limiting some strategic nuclear weapons. The Ford 
administration currently is putting the finishing touches 
on its new position on strategic arms control, reconciling 
differences of approach between Kissinger and Defense 
Secretary James R. Schlesinger. 


Oil Crisis Is Nat Over: Experts 


Oil company executives and government officials say 
a slight decrease in oil prices is only temporary because 
Arab oil producers are ignoring pressure from President 
Ford and will push crude oil prices even higher. Standard 
Oil of Ohio, Skelly Oil Co. of Tulsa, Okla., and Clark Oil 
Co., a major independent, dropped prices Tuesday on all 
grades of gasoline. Mobil Oil Co.. reduced its prices last 
month and Exxon said it was reviewing its price 
structure. Gulf Oil Co., however has raised its pump 
prices 1.5 cents a gallon on all grades, citing higher costs 
for foreign crude and refined products. Sohio reduced its 
prices by one penny per gallon, Skelly dropped prices 2.5 
cents per gallón, and Clark. Oil cut prices by two cents a 
gallon in the 13 Midwestern states it serves. But American 
motorists should not view the slightly lower prices as the 
start of a trend, warned one oil executive who asked not to 
be identified

back, ’ ’ he sa, id.. ‘ * No way.. ’ ’ 


Nixon's Blood Clot Shrinking 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI) — The blood clot on 
Richard Nixon's right lung is shrinking, improving his 
health, but apparently without changing the recommend­ 
ed long convalescence that is keeping him off the witness 
stand at the Watergate cover-up trial.

Officials said a white student 
was suspended at South Boston High after he threw' a 
chair at a group of blacks in the library of the school which 
has been the target of classroom boycotts and anti busing 
demonstrations. Prior to Tuesday, all violence took place 
outside the building. The incident. 'Occurred as white 
attendance at the school continued to rise, showing a 
possible erosion of the white boycott. The School 
Department said 471 students-280 white, 176 black ard 15 
other minorities - went to school Tuesday, compared 3% 
on Monday. There were only 117 whites at school Monday.

Rut the householder whose property is invaded by one 
or more intruders in the dead of night has no way of 
knowing their intent or whether they are armed and 
dangerous He cannot calmly question them if they w ill 
not submit to questioning, and he cannot establish: that 
their intent is other than malicious 


I ’ nd er sue h c i rcu m s t a nces, h ow fa r s hould he ret rea t 
in the eyes cf the law ? Should he wait until the> have 
broken into his house or fired shots at him or tried to 
bludgeon or stab him or overpower him physically? Until 
they have stolen property from his premises'* Until they 
have injured! a uiemoer of his family? 


The doctrine that the householder should use great 
restraint in dealing with trespassers and intruders is 
fraught with dangers for the householder while it works to 
the advantage of the criminal For under it the malice- 
bent criminal can enter property and commit crimes 
secure in the knowledge that his victim .s restrained by 
threat of law, and even the loss of his life savings and 
property, from trying to repel him by other than harm ­ 
less means, such as persuasion. 


Such a doctrine, while extending protection to the 
criminal strips the protection of law from the victim . It 
places him c m t h e de fe ns i v e not on 1 y a ga i nst t he cri mina I 
engaged in an act of crim e but against the government 
whose duty it is to protect him This puts the v.ctim of 
crime in double leopardy 


The concept that the householder should face either 
criminal or civil action for repelling potentially deadly 
intruders from his property by any means is a concept 
that comes close to destroying the very meaning of law in 
that it denies to the individual the natural right of self­ 
detense and self-preservatior wh' *t 
s i law if nature.

evidence that the hormones can 
help change membranes that 
function abnormally in patients 
who have such diesases as 
bronchitis and asthma.

secretion called mucus plays a 
major role in protecting the 
lungs against invaders in the air. 
The mucus is like a moving
